THB pOUSCIL, ' 
S t. FAUL, 'Sept. 28.— Red Cloud Agen­ 
cy dates to Sept. 24th have been receiv­ 
ed. Tuesday Red Cloud was absent and 
the commission had to adjourn tb^ 
Council on account of such absence. 
Thursday Spotted Tail 
was absent. 
Friday afternoon when the council was 
about to adjourn Red Cloud and others 
came in and the Indian leaders went in­ 
to private council among themselves 
which was to continue Saturday. The 
Standing Rock Indians becoming dis­ 
gusted declared their intention to start 
hoine Saturday but would authorize 
Agent Burke to sign treaty for them. 
The Commissioners are discouraged and 
think the council will prove a failure. 
Friday five thousand mounted Indians 
being in semi-circle around commission, 
back of circle being cavalry guard of two 
companies, Little Man and young men 
of Cheyennes and Arapahoes and Ogal- 
lallas kept riding around outside of the 
circle; fiually drawing up in line beside 
the cavalry the Indians went for each 
cavalry man with guns loaded and cock­ 
ed. One imprudent movement on the 
part of the soldiers would have precipi­ 
tated a conflict. The commissioners 
having notified the friendly chiefs of 
the condition of affairs, Young-M«n- 
Afraidpf-his-Horses and Sitting Bull 
led a .party of warriors between Little 
Mku’s party and the cavalry and turned 
the former away. Afterward a guard 
of Indians and soldiers being privately 
detailed.to follow Little Man found and 
arrested him. He is the same Indian 
who some time ago declared a determin­ 
ation to kill a commissioner. Rein­ 
forcements to cavalry guard are expec­ 
ted daily.

Thy latter gath­ 
ered in the vieiuity of the City Hall sod 
demanded relief which th$ Mayor re­ 
fused to give and caused them to be dis­ 
persed by the police #ho were compell­ 
ed to show revolvers befoTO the mob 
would move. A regiment of militia has 
been calliéd out to preserve, order. Last 
night incéndisry bsnd-biUs ordering 
the strikers to burn State Street where 
most of tbo mill agents and owners re­ 
side, were posted, but the city, is guard­ 
ed closely and little danger is appre­ 
hended. 
ALLISON OPENED THE COUNCIL. 
Then the Senator addressed the In­ 
dians as foltows: 
Our Great Father 
requested us to come to your country 
to meet you in grand council. The 
Sioux nation has agreed to meet us. 
We are now assembled together. We 
have been atpeace with you many years. 
We wish to continue sc for many years to 
come. Our Great Father told us to as­ 
sure you of bis friendship, and the 
friendship of the government toward 
you at this meeting. 
Our intentions 
and purposes are friendly becanse our 
government wishes to be at. peace with 
its own people; with you that are now 
here. Some years ago we made a trea­ 
ty with you, and have tried .in good 
faith to carry out its provisions. Wo 
tbeh promised you that if you would 
not leave your reservation and trouble 
the white man, the white man, except 
oflBcers of the government, should not 
live upon or pass through .any part of 
your reservation. (Cries ofhpw, how, 
by Indians.) This promise the govern­ 
ment has tried to keep. Our people 
are very numerous and very' fond of 
money. Some of them agahist the 
wishes of the government last year and 
this year went into a part of your coun­ 
try known as the Black Hills, and found 
gold. They made known their discov­ 
ery, and a great many of our people 
believed them, and think there is^gold 
there, and in quantities that will pay 
them to work for it. They say to our 
government that you do not take it out 
of the ground, and that while it remains 
there it is of no value to you é« them. 
They wish to take it out of the gronpd 
and buy with it whatever U.dieful to 
tbém. They know they / hive 
right 
to go there now, becausa the oodntry is 
yours by treaty, and they ask tba gov­ 
ernment to buy of yon the right to go 
into the Hills and mine there. We now 
ask if you are willing to give our peo­ 
ple the right to winter there as long as 
gold or ojtber valuble metals are found 
for a' fair and just sum; if you are so 
willing we will make a bargain with 
you for this right. 
When gold or other valuble minerals 
are taken away the country will then 
be yours to dispose of in any way you 
wish. (Incredulous laughter by the 
Indians.) If you will sell to us this 
right, we suggest as a proper Eastern 
boundary the point where the North 
and South Cheyenne come together, 
and that we take for mining uses all the 
country lying between the two rivers 
thus uniting as far west as the 19th 
meridian of longitude West ofGreen.- 
wich, which will be about the line of 
High Limestone Ridge in the Western 
part of the Hills. We suggest these 
rivers as the North and South bound­ 
aries because they are easily known to 
you and to us. The great object we 
have in making this agreement is to se­ 
cure a lasting peace with you. It will 
be hard for the government to keep 
whites out of the Hills, and to try to 
do so may give you and our government 
great trouble, because the whites that 
may wish to go are very numerous. If 
you give us the right we ask, we will 
give you in return a fair equivalent 
and in such a way as to do you good and 
improve your condition. We do not 
wish to take from you any right or 
property yon have without making a 
return for it. 
We are asked by our 
Great Father, and it is our wish, to 
consider the interests of both parties as 
far as we can. We know you are in 
need of our aid. You have received 
liberal sums from us in the last few 
years, and we fear these sums have not 
been of as much service to you as they 
ought. Whátéver we agree to give you 
now we will try and so arrange that it 
will all be expended in such a way as 
to put you in a way of helping your­ 
selves, rather than that you should re­ 
ly on others. There is another country 
lying far to the west of where you are 
now, towards the setting sun, over which 
you can roam and hunt, which territory 
is yet unceded and place you in abos- 
sition by whíctí you may in the future 
live, like white men, and extend to the 
summit of tne Big Horn Mountnns. 
We do not know what value you pace 
on this country. We would like ti se­ 
cure your right on a part of it, (laug iter 
by the Indians), and if yon are wU ing 
to sell part of it we would like so n iicb 
of it as lies West of a line begini^lng 


with the Northwest i^rner óf Nebraska 
and running in a Northwesterly direc­ 
tion until it tonches the Yellowstone at 
the 107th meridian. It does not seem 
to bAof very great uso to you, Our 
people would like to have the portion 
which I have described. 
, We went you to consider this well. 
Also, first consider whether you w’ish 
to part with it, and if you do, what you 
wish us to pay for it and let us know. 
When we can agree to a price we will 
buy it of you. Wc are far away from 
our homes and our families. We have 
waited here two weekS' for you to a- 
gree on a place where yon would meet 
us and talk with us. 
We are very anxious to go home. 
We wish you to coosdlt fully together, 
and weigh well your words. We have 
spoken to you, and your answer we 
want to carry back to the Great Father 
—words from you as well as tidings of 
such agreement as will be just to all 
concerned. Whatever we may agree to, 
we can net bind on- you till we have 
reported.to our Great Father for his 
approval and the approval of Congress. 
When ratified by Congress ánd onr 
Great Father it will be binding on you 
and us.: We are glad to find you in 
good spirits. We will now listen with 
patience to your words. 
At the close of Allison’s^ speech Red 
Dog said there were a good many dif­ 
ferent tribes here and it will take about 
seven dsys to make up our minds. 
That is all we have got to say. (Cr ies 
of approval from the Indans). 
Blue Horse rose and said the Indians 
would have a council among themselves 
in the evening and with that the Indians 
started off but Spotted Tail) and Old- 
Man- Afraid- of-His-Horses and his son, 
whereupon the commissioners called 
them back and said they expected to 
meet all in council at 10 a. m. to-mor­ 
row. With this the conncil broke op. 
Members of the commission say that if 
Red Cloud insists on staying away from 
the council tb ^ will make Young-Man 
Afraid-of His-Horses chief in his stead. 
The commissioners made a proposi­ 
tion to lease for tha reason that there 
is a doubt whether there is sufficient 
gold in the hills to justify the gpvern- 
meut in paying a large sum. The In­ 
dians will ask several millions for an 
absolute cession of the hills, claiming 
that the timber and agrtcnltuhri lands" 
are very necessary for their future sup­ 
port The commission propose to pay. 
an annual rental or annuity for the Hills, 
terminable after two years’ notice by 
the government, so that in case gold 
does not appear in paying quantities 
the arrangement cbuld be terminated. 


River News. 
The Benton passed up Monday taking 
on all Fort Benton fr.eights. 
The Far West is expected to-day; She 
will leave to-morrow for Carroll and will 
clean up all Montana freights. 
The Carroll is expected from below 
to-day. 
The Key West returned this mornin g 
having transferred her load for Carroll 
to the Josephene sixty miles above Bu­ 
ford. Reports river very low. She 
leaves for Yankton to-morrow. 


Prnaaian Military Training- 
The Paris correspondent of the Lon­ 
don Daily Telegraph writes: “A very 
interesting letter from Metz in a French 
millitary paper gives details of the 
kind of drill Prussian troops are sub- 
jécted to. If the account be correct, 
actual campaigning must appear like a 
holiday to them in comparison with 
their peace training. 
“Millitary marches take place daily, 
no matter what the weather or temper­ 
ature may be. The men are invarably 
in heavy marching order. Tjiey start 
at 5 a.m.| after having taken coffee, and 
return to quarters about 11 or 12. The 
forces are divided into corps—one of 
them, in forage caps, are supposed to 
represent the enemy. The cavalry Is 
specially trained in reconnoitering du­ 
ties and a coulc of troops invariably 
accompany the infantry. The troops 
are never allowed to enter a village; 
each man takes some bread and meat 
with him, and when the halt is called, if 
near any town or hamlet, each squad 
of twenty men detaches two, who are 
sent to purchase wine or brandy. The 
men who have no money are generally 
jillowed to have a pull at the flasks of 
their comrades better off than them­ 
selves. This is an understoood thing. 
The officers mostly do without eating, 
the few who require refreshment are 
content with a sandwidli. 
Each halt 
lasts trbee-quarters oi an hour. 
At 
the signal given by the bugle the sen­ 
tries and outposts, which are stationed 
all round to a distance 
eight hundred 
metres, instantly fall in. Abe return 
homewards is widely different from the 
marching oati There is no more man- 
meuvring; the body of the men march 
on two lines right and left of the road 
iwith a group of singers in the middle. 
Patriotic gongs are toe rule wbera the 


■ 
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words “Konig” and *Yatsrland’ are of 
frequent occqrrences» The Bavarians 
are partial to warlike ditties in which 
the “Erb-Femd* seems severely handl<$* 
Ever since last Tbprsday sU^tlie ñon- 
cbmmlssioned officers are engaged in 
miking fascines and throwing npearth- 
works. They start at 6 p.m., and .re­ 
main out all night, .On dark nights a 
powerful lamp, like that of a lighthouse, 
is used. 
“This seems hard work. In South 
Germany the training seems equally 
practical and severe. M. Victor Tisi 
sot’s book,* Voyage au pays des Mil­ 
lards,’ of which shows more presently 
how recruits are trained at XJlm; *They 
are specially practised in marksnsnn- 
ship and gymnastics. 
For two honra 
every day they are kept firing at tar-; 
gets which bear a strong resemblance 
to the distant outline of Zouaves and 
Turcos. The instructors in musketry 
are all Prnssian and come for the school 
of musketry at Spandau. . MoreoTef» 
they are frequently practised in the op- 
perations of real warfare. Quite re­ 
cently the railway station at Ulm was 
“captured by surprise’’ by a body of 
Bavarian recruits, the employes were 
all made prisoners, while the special 
“railway battalion’’ took possession of 
the railway sfock, and organized rail­ 
way 
At other times M. Tis* 
sot assures us that the men are trained 
in 'requisitioning* villages, which seemp 
carrying professional zeal very far in­ 
deed.’’ 


TattUng. 
In all the black catalogue of vices, 
which unhappily debase the characters 
of the sons and daughters of Adam, 
tattling well nigh holds the pre-emi­ 
nence. It is the meanest, the most de­ 
testable of all habits and when once 
contracted, clings as it' were, with the 
tenacity of a demon. In view of its de­ 
pravity, and of the many and fearful 
vices following in the train, the Lord’ 
commanded Moses to “ speak unto the 
congregation of Israel and say unto 
them: Thou shalt not go up and down, 
as a tale bearer among the people,” and 
in the sacred psalm it is written,“Wbo 
so privily slandereth his neighbor, him 
will 1 cut off.” The rabiff dog, let 
loose in «leommanity to bite whatever'' 
man or beast he meets, is not as dan­ 
gerous as the tattler. 
The dog kills 
only the individual bitten while the 
tattler’s venom poisonp madly and ^ 
tally, the whole community. He goes 
to a neighbor’s and listening attentive­ 
ly, bears, perhaps something said that, 
may be used to the dispargoment, pos­ 
sibly the ruin of another, which he 
drinks down with the avidity with 
which the thirsty toper does the fiery 
fluM, and then goes forth with veaomous 
tongue to disseminate suspicion, dis­ 
trust' and rankling hate, where before 
was the abode of neighborly love and 
confiding trust. Thus the peace of so­ 
ciety is marred, is often disrupted; con­ 
fidence is destroyed; friends made foes, 
discord and: strife created, and all the 
diabolicRl schemes of the fatoer of lies, 
used to destroy all that is lovely and 
of good report, furthered by the tat­ 
tler, who may well be compared to the vi­ 
per in the fable, that, warmed and 
bronght to life by the care of a too kind- 
hearted benefactor, turned and stung 
him to the heart. 


Gloomy Piotnre of Icolamd 
Mr. James Brice, in an article to the 
Cornhill Magazine, describes Iceland 
in a chillv way. He says there are no 
trees, though appprantly there were 
plenty of them in the tenth century, 
when we hear of men biding among 
them and being hanged from them. No 
corn is grown, nor any other crop, ex­ 
cept a few turnips and potatoes which 
taste only half ripe. 
The only wild 
quadrupeds are the blue fox, who has 
probably come, as tbe white bear now 
and then does, on ice floes from Green­ 
land, and the reindeer—the latter in­ 
troduced about a century ago, and still 
uncommon, ranging over tbe desert 
mountains. There Is no town except 
the capital, a city of 1,800 people, no 
other place descrying to be called even 
a village, unless it be the hamlet of 
Akureyri, on the shore of tbe Arctic 
Ocean, with some fifty houses; no inns, 
save oue in that village whose resources 
consist of two beds, a single jug and 
basin and a billiard table; no bens, 
ducks and g$ese, except wild geese, nor 
pigs, no donkeys; no roads, no carriages, 
no shops, no manufactures no disasters 
from the established Lutheranism, no 
army, navy, volunteers or other guar­ 
dians of public order, except the police­ 
man in Reykjavik, no criminals, only 
two lawyers, and, finally, no snakes. 
“What, theii, is there?’’ asks Mr. Brice^ 
and replies: • “Snow mountains, gla­ 
ciers, hot springs, volcsnoes, esrtb-' 
quakes, northern lights, csverns, mo­ 
rasses, and above all deserts.” 


Bismarck} D* Ti| Septi 29» 1875i 
All editorial and much other matter 
of local and general interest is crowded 
out this week through a lack of space. 
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John Peterson while chopping wood 
near his homestead three miles north 
of Bismarck was murdered by some 
fiend in cold blood on the 2d day of 
December last. He was shot down from 
the rear by some person who placed bis 
gun so near his head as to burn the 
hair when he fired. It was a murder 
as unprovoked as was that of John 
Wrigbt on Thursday last, and caused 
more excitement for the latter is clearly 
traceable to Indians, while for a long 
time no cause could be assigned by any 
one for the former. But during a long 
investlgrtion before the coroner cir­ 
cumstances were developed which led to 
the suspicion of George Washington 
McNear, a colored man employed on one 
of the boats lying at Bismarck, who was 
accordingly arrested and who subse­ 
quently confessed the crime to the sher­ 
iff, and again in the presence of the 
Sheriff, City Justice and Rev. Mr. Sloan. 
He was tried last May but the jury,then 
failed to ^ agrU taking no stock as it 
seems in the confession which was not 
supported by the evidence of Mr.Sloan, 
while other circumstances did not seem 
to be fully developed by the evidence. 
Last week he was tried again and found 
guilty and on Monday receiyed his sen­ 
tence. When the hour set for this pur­ 
pose had arrived the District Attorney 
moved that sentence be now pronoun­ 
ced and the Judge ordered the prisoner 
^ be placed within the bar when the Judge 
said; You have been indicted by the 
Grand Jury of this county for murder, 
and upon that indictment you have been 
tried before a jury, selected from the 
best men of this county and sworn to 
try the case iaipartially, and have been 
found guilty. Have you anything to 
-say why sentence should not now be 
pronounced upon you? 
After a moment of hesitation McNear 
said: I have but one thing to say, and 
thatl do not suppose will help me any 
here; it is nevertheless true. I was tried, 
as most of you know, and found guilty 
upon a confession; but, two men know 
how that confession was fetched from 
me. One of them (pointing to H. M. 
DaVis) I sec here; the other I do not 
see; and most any of you would have 
confessed under like treatment. It was 
the first time I had ever been in jail and 
they kept telling me a mob was coming 
in to hang me. “What for” says I? 
“Why for murder” says they^—for a 
murder committed by you in this coun­ 
ty.” And they coaxed and teased me 
all the time to confess. And that was 
not all; but, the Sheriff took me into 
his cellar and placed a pistol at my 
head and told me that that was my last 
night if t did not confess the murder of 
Peterson. But I told him I could not 
tell a lie. Then nc' told me he would 
give me two mhiutes in.which to confess, 
and went out and came in again and sat 
down in front of me and said I had bet­ 
ter confess, and if I didn’t it would be 
the same way until I did. The next 
morning Mr. Davis and the Minister 
came in and they said they understood 
I had sent for them. I told them yes. 
Mr. Davis said he understood I told 
Mr. McKenzie that I did it, and I said 
yes; and then he wrote down a few lines 
and asked me to sign it, and I told him 
to sign it, that iny education was not 
good enough, and he wrote my name to 
it, and ordered me taken back to jail. 
But that was not enough. They fast­ 
ened me up in jail by my hands and 
feet, qaade a spread eagle of me, and 
one of the prisoners cut me down and 
they said this was a hanging Territory 
and they were going to hang the black 
a—n of a.b— -h; and then he made a 
confession box and put me into it and 
that is the way I came to make the con­ 
fession through which I was found guil­ 
ty.The Judge then said: When you 
were arraigned for trial you announced 
that you were unable to procure counsel 
and counsel was assigned to you, or 
rather members of this bar volunteered 
to defend you. They worked hard and 
faithfully from the beginuing leaving 
nothing undone that could be done for 
your benefit. They worked as few men 
work for pecuniary compensation know­ 
ing that a humaii life WM* the reward 
for which they labored. They ceased 
not their labors until the jury brought 
•in their verdict. That jury wa.s selected 
with care from the best people in this 
county and you were given the benefit 
of as fair and impartial a trial as any 
human being could expect, f During 
that trial the court, so far as it cpuld 
consistent with the duty it owes to the 
people at large, g tve you the benefit of 
any doubts upon any questions to.which 
its attention was i-alled, h/ji! were tl'«e 


same trial to be re p e a te d to-morrow the 
iboott cannot see wbero any gwater fa­ 
vor could be extended you consistent 
with Its sworn duty than was extended 
on this trial.

The evidence shows that you 
met by three or four men in the vicinity 
of and near the time of the murder and 
that you had a gun. One met you 
about a mile and a half from Peterson s, 
another a mile, still another half a mile 
while another wno would have met you 
about the time you arrived at Peterson s 
bad you remained in the road, did not 
meet you, showing that you had 
main road and gone into the wooaea 
land where Peterson was murdered; 
and when directiy opposite the place 
where Peterson was murdered he heard 
the sharp crack of a rifle, no doubt the 
shot which killed him and about the time 
he should have met you had you remain­ 
ed in the road. In your own statement 
before the coroner you admit being in 
that vicinity on the day of the ®®*’“®y 
and on the day previous, but add that 
on the day of the murder you were 
down the river in the afternoon. Yet 
you left the boat at 10 o’clock and 
went some four miles north. You were 
at the boat until ten o’clock; you left 
at ted and did not return until evening. 
That you should have left as you did 
going four miles north, and alter two 
hours returning and pass the boat 
about noon without stopping seems at 
least remarkable, and in view of all the 
circumstances cannot be true. 
Sheriff McKenzie swears that you 
went with him to the place of the mur­ 
der and pointed out the spot where you 
said you killed Peterson ; you pointed 
to a tree which you said was about the 
size of a log you helped Peterson to 
move just before you killed him whicb, 
as a matter of fact, was about the size 
ofa log moved by Peterson just previ­ 
ous to his death. You pointed to the 
spot where you removed the cap from 
your gun and replaced it with a new 
one, and pointed out the course you 
took in going to and from the scene of 
the murder. There was nothing in the 
appearance of Sheriff McKenzie to indi­ 
cate or to lead the court to think that 
he was swearing falsely. To thus swear 
away a human life, or give testimony 
which must place you, if con- 
victed. in his hands for execution he 
he must be worse than you are adjudged 
to be. His offense is as bad as yours. 
But as I before said there was nothing in 
his appearance or in his evidence which 
would tend to discredit it, and I must 
say that I then beleived his statement 
and 1 now belei e it. and in justice to 
the jury which convicted you, I must 
say that I belcive their verdict was in 
accordance with the law and evidence. 
Had your confession been extorted 
from you as you allege, it hardly seems 
probable that you would have affirmed 
it in the presence of Esquire Davis and 
Minister Sloan, espicially after being 
warned as Mr. Sloan testifies you were, 
that the ev.ideuce would be used against 
you. As to your motive for commit­ 
ting this crime they appear to have 
been ample for one of your tempera­ 
ment habits and education. On this 
point evidence is seldom more conclu­ 
sive; but for the reason that one who 
may or may not be innocent is involved 
I do not care to speak of your motives. 
Seldom is a murder perpetrated un­ 
der more aggravated circumstances. 
Your angry passions were not aroused ; 
but it was a cold-blooded, heartless mur­ 
der and the evidence satisfied the jury as 
it does the court th^t ytm were guilty. 
The !aw determines the punishment, 
and the court would gladly shrink from 
pronouncing your sentence, but that 
cannot be. However much the court, 
those who defend you, or this commu­ 
nity may sympathize with yp®. 7®“ 
must suffer the penalty provided by 
law, and nothing now remains for the 
court but to pronounce the sentence 
of the law, which is; That J®®. George 
Washington McNear, be taken by the 
Sheriff of Burleigh County to the coun- 
tv iail of said county, that by said 
sheriff you be there confined and de­ 
tained until Tuesday the ninth day of 
November next; that on said ninth day 
of November, and between the hours ot 
ten o’clock in the forenoon and two

John Wright, who, in company with 
George Lewis, was herding cattle about 
ten miles north of Bismarck on Burnet 
Creek for N. P. Clark, or rather Clark 
& Whitney, was m p r^ r^ by th-) Sioux 
last Thursday. He and Lewis took out 
the cattle m usual in the morning, and 
as was their habit were working along 
the creek as usual about two miles 
apart watching the stock. About ten 
o^clock a. m. Lewis heard a shot where 
Wright usually rested when not riding, 
but paid no attention to it, though the 
cattle were stampeded toward the camp 
—indeed his attention was required by 
the cattle, and it was not until evening 
that he found that Wright was missing. 
He bad not seen him daring the day ; 
at evening he did not bring.in his stock 
and it was late at night before this 
«work was accomplished. Next morn­ 
ing by the only means at bis command, 
by a man hauling wood, Lewis notified 
hlsenmloyersof Wright’s absence but 
bis inlonnation did not reach them until 
about 4 p. m. Saturday morning a 
general search for traces of Wright 
coBM^snccd, several citiaens of Bis­ 


marck joining the employees of Clark & 
Wbitn«y. About 2 p. m. Harry Doug­ 
las Jbqud ^(be^ r^emains. They wacaJy- 
Ing partly on-'tbe face Wifb'tbe lower 
eztremUieS tbrowa back ezsoa|ng thje.^ 
abdomen on which the Indians piled 
grass and «toffcnda^^lt on firé> homing

with a tomahawk and the forehead 
cru.shed with the bntt of a gnn ; there 
were also three fearful scalp wounds or 
gashes on the scalp, made with a knife 
which was left by his side. Neat the 
body a coo was planted as if to chal­ 
lenge the whites to come oii. The re­ 
mains were brought to town and on 
Sunday were interred in the rear of the 
Presbyterian Church, Rev. Mr. Sloan 
preaching the funeral sermon. 
A large 
number of our citizens attended the 
funeral; while none appeared as special 
mourners, a feeling of sadness seemed 
to pervade all. 
Few wore the words 
spoken while the last sad rites were be­ 
ing performed, or while. the people wen­ 
ded their way to their homeS; Hearts 
were too full for utterance. 
John 
Wright was sober .^nd industrious and 
was esteemed by all who knew him; and 
was particularliarly valuable to his em­ 
ployers because of his fidelity and in­ 
telligence. 
But he has gone having 
followed to that bourne from which no 
traveler returns a twin brother who was 
murdered by these same red devils at 
Abercrombie in 1862. 
After finding the body the command­ 
ant at Fort Lincoln was notified and 
immediately sent Col. Yates with a de­ 
tachment of the 7tb Cavalry in pursuit. 
He arrived at Bismarck at dusk and be­ 
ing joined by Harry Douglas, Mayor 
M:;Lean, W. H. Stiinpson anel others 
proceeded to tlie scene of the murder 
where they bivouacked until daylight 
When the trail was ta‘^en and followed 
in the direction of Standing Rock. 
From Don SteVensun’.s^ camp in the 
evening Col. Yates reported the pros­ 
pect for striking the Indians Monday 
morning good. In the meantime two 
companies of cavalry commanded by 
Col. Weir left Lincoln on the west side 
of the river striking a trail nearly op­ 
posite the seen * of the murder which 
they also followed in the direction of 
Standing Rock. 


Col. Weir returned yesterday. 
He 
found no reliable traces of the Indians. 
A later count of cattlej shows there are 
thirty missing 
At time of going to 
press nothinglater had been beard from 
Col. Yates.
